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PETITION 


‘To THE PRESIDENT AND SENATE OF THE UnitEv STATES OF AMERICA: 


We, the undersigned citizens of the United States engaged in missionary work in China, 
and representing the Protestant Christian Church of all.denominations in the United States, 
would respectfully present the following statementsand petition, | 

I, We beg leave to call attention to the ill-defined and unsatisfactory status of the rights 
of missionaries under the treaties now existing between the United States Government and 
China. For twenty-five years or more United States citizens, believing-that they were acting in 
strict accord with the spirit of the treaties, with the approval and assistance.of the United States 
Consular representatives, and with the consent of the Chinese Government, have settled in the 
interior of China to engage in mission work, until now there are hundreds of United States 
citizens residing there and holding property valued at several hundred thousands of dollars. 
Now the cause of complaint which your petitioners would earnestly present is, that while they 
have, as they believe, a clear constructive right to residence in the interior, the treaties do not, 
as they should, guarantee them this right in explicit terms. That the missionaries have such & 
right to reside in the interior of China appears from the following considerations : 

(a.) While the language of the United States treaties is silent on this point, the words 
of the British and French treaties give ground for it. In the British treaty of 1858, Art. XI, 
occur these words: ‘“ British subjects, whether at the ports or at other places desiring to build” 
RE agrirtecsvscys + & 0 3 & th FH “in every port and in every other place”—which would seem 
undoubtedly to mean the interior, although the British authorities do not press the point. In the 
French treaty of 1858, Art. VI, the Chinese text has a clause not found it is true, in the French 
text, which reads FH BRR tAS AA RH wh ie G@ H. “It is permitted to French 
missionaries to rent and purchase land in all the provinces, and to erect buildings thereon at 
pleasure.” It has been charged that this clause did not regularly belong to the treaty, but 
-mafficient proof for this assertion has not yet been given. On the contrary “the Chinese 
Government has in no case denied the authenticity or validity of this clause, but has only applied 
its own interpretation ;” nay more, it has distinctly acknowledged this clause in the Book of 
Precedents issued by the Government for the guidance of local officials in their dealings with 
foreigners. (See Book of Precedents, pp. 11,12.) Ate /- (Ace eran pong mes a gem : 

(b.) The spirit. of the treaties warrants it. The treaties, while as commercial documents 
they limit American commerce to certain ports, are not manifestly intended to restrict to 
the treaty ports humane and charitable work, such as that in which missionary work mainly 
consists, as, moral and religious instruction for the vicious and ignorant, hospitals for the sick,

and schools for the children of the poor. It is a well known principle of international law 
that “‘clanses which favour justice, humanity and equity are to be interpreted broadly.” 
Thus it seems to be in fall accord with the spirit of the treaties to grant to missionaries right of 
residence in the interior on account of the humane character of their work. United States 
Consul-General Kennedy, in an official document dated March 19, 1888, takes this ground when he 
says, ‘“‘it would be taking an extremely narrow view to infer that the privilege of locating in the 
interior for the purpose of prosecuting missionary work is denied Americans from the fact that 
our treaties, which are commercial documents, fail to define these privileges clearly.” And again ; 
“The spirit of our treaties rather than the letter, afford Americans the privilege to live in the 
interior of China as missionaries. The right is not questioned by the Chinese, it being specially 
mentioned in the Chinese text of the French treaty.” (See Letter to Rev. J. R. Hykes). /VgZ ZZ. (nee ¥ <5) 

(c.) For two or more centuries before the present treaties were made, French and Italian 
missionaries had resided in the interior and held property with the full consent of the Chinese 
Government, ‘lhis privilege was accorded them at the time the treaties were made. As the treaties 
did not withdraw the privilege it still remains in fall force. Now, Art. VI of the additional 
articles to the United States treaty of 1858, called “the favoured nation clause,” provides that 
“citizens of the United States, visiting or residing in China, shall enjoy the same privileges, 
immunities or exemptions with respect to travcl or residence as may be enjoyed by the citizens or 
subjects of the most favoured nation.” Therefore the privilege of residing in the interior granted 
for centuries to missionaries of other countries, according to this article of the Treaty, clearly 
belongs to citizens of the United States engaged in mission work in China, 

(d.) The right of missionaries to reside in the interior of China is recognised by 
numerous Imperial decrees and proclamations of recent years. Witness the Imperial proclam. 
ation of 1891, after the riots, the proclamation of the Governor-General of the Min-chéh 
provinces, quoting the Imperial edict, and that of the Shanghai Taotai. Witness also the 
recent memorandum of the Foreign Office at Peking addressed to the ministers of the various 
foreign countries, on the occasion of the declaration of war between China and Japan, requesting 
the ministers to notify missionaries to remain at their posts, and promising all such the 
protection of the Chinese Government. (See translation of proclamations farnished herewith.) Sok 1. 
Many others might be cited; these all recognize that the residence of missionaries in the 
interior is in accordance with the treaties and with the Imperial sanction, and on this ground 
they are guaranteed protection. 

This right then is implied in the treaty and is otherwise acknowledged by the Chinese 
Government. Now the fact that it is not explicitly stated in the treaty has caused and threatens 
to canse great injury to us and to work in which we are engaged, It has been for years the cause 

. of much dispute and litigation between the Chinese and foreigners when the latter were attempt- 
ingto secure property. (See Note on Government Book of Precedents)}* ae furnishes a pretext 
to malicious people to charge us with unlawful intrusion into the interior and to stir up riots, and 
also a pretext to hostile officials to withhold protection from missionaries in time of danger. 
A clear explicit statement of the right of missionaries to reside in the interior inserted in the 
treaty, would do much toward putting an end to litigation and to riots and toward securing full 
protection for United-States citizens resident in the interior. | 
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II. Another cause of complaint is, that while the Chinese Government has acknowledged. 
our right of residence and of holding property in the interior, yet it hedges us round with such 
conditions and restrictions as practically destroy our rights in many instances, and violate the 
spirit, if not the letter, of the treaty. Sach restrictions are : 

(a.) Frivolous and extreme objections on the ground of fang-ehui. While missionaries 
from the United States desire to show all proper regard for the feelings and opinions of the- 
people among whom they dwell, and do not desire to secure property near public temples or in 
other places where their presence may be imagined to interfere with the good influences of “ wind 
and water ;” still it is our daty to call the attention of the Government to the fact that in the 
majority of cases this opinion regarding “wind and water” is made an excuse to deny us our 
rights and to prevent us from securing property altogether. (See cases.) ~j/pt% IZ. 

(6). Another unjust condition imposed is : Notifying the Chinese officials before a bargain 
for property can be legally consummated. This condition gives the local Chinese official the 
opportanity to forestall every effort the missionary makes to secure property. The official can 
simply send out his subordinates and forbid the people everywhere to rent or sell to foreigaers 
and thus landlords and middlemen are deterred from consummating a bargain. This we know is 
frequently done, ‘sometimes even by open proclamation. (See case of Rev. D. W. Nichols, 
Nanking). While we are glad to record many honorable exceptions to the rale, and that some 
officials have shown great fairness and kindness in granting missionaries property, still, observa- 
tion shows that in the great majority of cases, this restriction is a mere handle with the average 
(hinese official, to prevent foreigners from securing property in accordance with the provisions 
of the treaty. Your petitioners would protest strongly against this restriction as clearly in 
violation of both the letter and spirit of the treaty. 

(c). A third oppressive condition is requiring missionaries to hold pygperty only in the name 
of the native church. This condition puts the property of United States citizens completely at the 
mercy of the Chinese officials. Property procured in the name of the native church no longer 
belongs to the Americans who paid the money, but to the native church. So the Chinese 
Government has declared in the Book of Precedents. (See Vol. 22, No. 5, p. 13.) As such ou 4. 
it is liable to confiscation at any time by the local officials. In case of confiscation there 
would be no redress, as the deeds were made out in the name of the native church. In 
many parts of China the ordinary sentiments of justice and humanity, which would protect 
the property of a heathen Chinaman, would not avail in the case of a Christian, as public 
sentiment, misled and inflamed by the slanders circulated against Christianity, would justify 
such an act. Regarding the holding of property the United States Consul-General referred to, 
says: “ If deeds are regularly granted to foreigners by local authorities, such land may be held 
with security. In general I would say that it is not advisable for land to be held in trust by 
native converts for missionary societies.” 

Such then are some of the evils which result from lack of fullness and explicitness of 
statement in the treaty. We believe it to be our duty, as well as our right, to acquaint you with 
them, and to petition you to remove the burden which for years has weighed heavily upon us 
and upon our work. It is believed that prompt,- definite action taken in a conciliatory man- 
ner by the Government will secure all that can be desired, and that the effect of such action will 
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be to cement, rather than to strain, as some fear, the friendly relations which have existed and 
still exist between the two Governments. 

We would then respectfully petition the United States Government: _ 

I. To have explicitly set forth in the words of the treaty, the right of missionaries to 
reside iv the interior of China, and to hold property for mission use, either in their own name or 
in that of the society they represent. 

Il. To remove all unjust conditions and restrictions imposed by the Chinese Government, 
which practically destroy our otherwise acknowledged rights and thus far violate the treaties. 

Particularly, regarding fung-shui, sect. II (a) above. Let it be distinctly stated in 
treaty (See Art. XII) “that if for any reason the local Chinese official refuse to allow United 
States citizens to rent or purchase property desired by them, it shall be obligatory upou 
him to negotiate for them the rent or purchase of other eligible property as near as practicable to 
that originally desired.” 

Let it be distinctly stated “That as for a Chinese subject so for an American citizen, 
it shall be legal to purchase property without first notifying the Chinese official; and natives thus 
selling property to American citizens shall not be liable to punishment therefor.” 

Ill. To urgently request the Chinese Government to suppress certain widely circulated 
books, which if not regularly authorized by the Government, are published by high officials of 
the Government, and in the eyes of the people have all the weight and authority of Government 
publications, and which contain foul calumnies against foreigners and Christianity, such as taking 
out the eyes of persons to make medicine, kidnapping and mutilating children, dishonoring 
women, etc., with details too revolting to appear in print. ‘These books are calculated to greatly 
inflame the minds of the people, and to such publications are largely due the riots which endanger 
the lives and property of American citizens. Your petitioners beg that all such books be 
suppressed, and that it be made a grave offence to publish them. Such are :—

Iu conclusion, your petitioners would ask you to weigh carefully one all-important fact, 
that in this petition we are asking no new right or privilege, Right of residence in the interior 
has for years been accorded missionaries by the Imperial Edicts and proclamations. What we 
ask is that this right be inserted in plain language) in the treaty, and that thus all ambiguity and 
ground for misunderstanding be forever removed. We ask this not in a spirit of hostility 
but of true friendship for China; in the interests of peace between the two nations. Graut this 
petition, removing on the one hand the books published by Government officials of China with 
their slanders against Christianity and foreigners, and correcting on the other this fatal defect in 
our Treaties, viz: silence as to right of residence in the interior, and we believe a decisive blow 
will be struck at the riots of China and the anti-foreign agitation which instigates them. Such 
action on the part of our Government will save the Government and its representatives in China 
untold trouble; it will save China many an outburst among her people with the bitter 
consequences of indemnity and punishment necessary after every riot; and it will protect the 
lives and proper ty of many of your fellow citizens resident in the interior of China.

ia Wy & HB OS. Compilation of various Regulations pertaining to Commercial Treaties. 


1. Translation of the 6th section of additional articles to the French Treaty. 


“In accordance with the Imperial Decree of Tao Kwang, 26th year, Ist month, and 25th 
day, promulgated to all the Empire, all classes of people everywhere are permitted to propagate 
and join the Roman Catholic Church, to establish Churches and perform publiv _— and those 
who interfere with the Church are to be tried and punished according to justice ; and compensa- 
tion is to be made for all chapels, schools, cemeteries, and other property destroyed daring the 
recent attack on Roman Catholic converts, the same to be paid to the French Minister, who in 
turn will disburse it to the people of the Church ; and it is permitted to French missionaries to 
rent and buy land in all the provinces and build thereon at pleasure” (See page 3). 

N.B.—AlI\ the foreign powers stand on the same footing with respect to Treaty rights and 
privileges granted by the Chinese Government (see the “most favoured nation clause”). ; so also 
do the Roman Catholic and Protestant Churches, so that any references to the French Treaty and 
to the status of the Roman Catholic Church apply eqnally to all the Treaties and to the Protestant 
Church. 

2. Page 10.—An order to conform to regulation in the matter of missionaries buying land 


to establish chapels, that it is to be recorded in the deed of sale that the place is sold to be 
the public property of the Church in that locality. 


A communication from the Superintendent of Southern Trade, Lz, dated Tung Chi, 4th year, 
2nd month, 7th day, approving the communication of the Tsung-li Yamén, dated the 5th day of 
Ist month, same year, with other communications regarding the report of the Taotai of the Ning- 
shao-tai circuit to the effect that in the city of Hwui-ki-hien a party named Shang had sold his 
house to a foreigner to open a Roman Catholic Church; that thereupon he (the Taotai) had 
ordered the magistrate of the place to examine into the matter and manage the case according to 
instructions, especially to punish the man Shang by way of warning to others. That at once the 
French Consul had called attention to the 6th section of the additional articles to the Treaty, 
wherein it is said that “it is allowed French missionaries to buy land in all the provinces and 
build thereon at pleasure,” and requested that the case be condacted in accordance with the 
‘Treaty, especially asking that the Hwnui-ki-hien magistrate be instructed to release, for a time, the 
man Shang. The case having come before the said Yamén (Foreign Office) examination of the 
clause contained in the 6th section of the additional articles, viz., “and allow French mission- 
aries to buy land and build thereon at pleasure,” shows that there is no word for ‘ interior of the 
country’ in it; why then must the Roman Catholic Church insist-on purchasing a house and 
opening a chapel at Hwui-ki-hien? While the practice of opening chapels in the interior is of long 
standing, still inasmuch as the missionary is a foreigner, if he buys land to build a chapel, there 
must be distinctly stated in the deed of sale that the plaée is sold to become the public property 
of the Roman Catholic Church in that place (7.e., of the native Church), and if a foreigner buys 
property in the interior for himself, contrary to the Treaty, it is not to be permitted. Therefore 
a reply was given to settle the case according to instructions and allow the sale; at the same time 
the Taotai was ordered to command his subordinates everywhere to act in accordance with 
instructions given, and that if thereafter a French missionary in the interior bought land to be 
the public property of the Church at once the method of procedure here laid down is to be pur- 
sued, and no irregularity is to be allowed. Regarding the seller of property he shall first notify 
the. local official and receive permission to sell, and negotiations are to be conducted through the 
official ; then the sale may be permitted, If any one secretly sells property on finding it out he 


is to be punished at once. General notice to this effect was given officials ia the 2nd month of 
the 4th year of Tang Chi. 


II Page 11—A communication from the Tsang-li Yamén (Foreign Office) of Srd day, 
4th mouth of same year, approving the memorial of General Kwei, wherein it was stated that 
whereas the 6th section of the additional articles to the Freach Treaty contains the words, “and 
allow French missionaries to rent and bay land in all the provinces and build thereon at — 
pleasure,” the Hai-kwan Taotai bad reported that the Roman Catholic missionaries livingat 
Yang-kwan in Kai-chow had completed the purchase of land near the East Camp and had 
to build a chapel there That the plot of land belonged to the Commissioner of Customs, Ma Fuh- 
chan, who bought it for the Charch ander his name ; but that who the priest was, where the plot 
of land lay, whether or not it was tax-paying land, and whether there were objections to its sale 
ou the ground of fung-shui from the people aud merchants living near, to whom the said plot 
helonged, and whether the price of the property had been —— and according to Treaty and 
the agreement of officials had heen paid in full—these particulars the said dispatch from Taotai 
did not clearly state, nor did it state that there had been made any record of the deed of sale; 

_ that accordingly order had been given to examine fully as to the record of the deed of sale. 
That being ascertained, then to proceed with the case. The case having come before the said Yaméa 
an-examination of the 6th section of the additional articles to the French Treaty shows that the 
original clause “and allow missionaries to rent and buy land, etc., does not contain the words the 
interior, and the agreement of the lst month of 4th year of Tang Chi entered into by the Tsung-li 
Yawén and the French Minister provided that if French missionaries buy land or houses in the 
interior of the country there must be clearly written in the deed whothe contracting parties are, 
that the owner of the property sells it to become the public possession of the Roman Catholic 
Church in that place, and there must not be written merely the name of the missionary or of 
Chureh members, in order to show that the property is still a Chinese possession ; and hereafter 
any one selling his property must, before he has done so, first notify the local officials and receive 
notice whether the i will be permitted or not; that if allowed to sell, the bargain must be 
made under the supervision of the official, and then it may be valid ; no one must be permitted to 
sell his property privately. If any one should effect a private sale pnoishment must be at once 
inflicted. Reports of the case, first and last, must be made to the Governor of the Kiangsu 
province and to the Governor-General of Chihli. The final adjndication of the case was, that in 
the matter of the Roman Catholic missionaries buying land at Kaichow, inasmuch as General 
Kwei had examined the case in its various stages, if there were no (proper) hindrance the sale 
should be allowed, provided in the deed of sale it was clearly stated that the place was to be the 
public property of the Church in accordance with the original agreement come to, and a reply 3 
should be sent instructing the Taotai to settle the case according to the provisions of the Treaty, ] 
and the said agreement of date of Tung Chi, 4th year, concerning missionaries buying land and 
houses in the interior, and not permit the least irregularity in the proceedings, 5

Page 12,.—Also a dispatch of 8th year of Tung Chi, 6th month, 27th day, approving the L 
communication regarding the Roman ‘Catholic Church at Whai-an-fa, that the prefect and magis- tl 
trate of that city had already settled the case, and that a record thereof had been made, together c 
with a copy of the contract in Chinese and foreign text, which on the lith of the 2nd month, 

same year, was submitted for inspection. That in accordance with this settlement Kwei Ta-ren it 
should notify the prefect to instract the people of the city to let them (the Roman Catholics) have ti 
the original house, and also to dispatch the French Consul to order the missionary King Kien-san 

to pay in full the price of the property which was in arrears, and exchange the contracts to be C 
kept as proof of the settlement ; only in accordance with the agreement made in the 4th year of 

Tung Chi between the Tsang-li Yamén and the French Minister providing that in case French 
missionaries buy land or houses in the interior there must be written in the deed of sale that ay 
the owner sold his place to be the public property of the Church in that place, and that there th 
must not be recorded merely the name of the missionaries or of the converts ; that the case is to 

be managed just as that of Hwui Ki-hien in the province of Chéhkiang, and a report be given to the th 
Shanghai ta-ch‘ien, Li. All of which is on record. According to this way of settlement the 
Church property must belong to the Chinese as public property, and local officials handling such de 
cases must act according to the regulations previously agreed upon, and thus avoid mistakes. It 

was thus decided that the house became the public pie, wg of the Roman Catholic Church (in is 
Whai-an) ; a copy of the deed of sale was to be taken to be kept on record, and the honse was to ee 
be handed over, A reply was given to this effect, and local officials were instructed to obey the be 
regulations referred to above. | ) |

Dear Sir: 


Replying to your letter dated the 16th of February last, addressed to Mr. W. 8S. Emens, 
and by him submitted to me, wherein you request certain information respecting the tenure by 
which land is held by the various missionary societies in China, I beg to state that citizens of the 
United States residing in China rent houses and places of business or sites on which they can 
themselves build honses or hospitals, Churches and cemeteries, at any of the ports open to foreign 
commerce by virtue of the treaties between the United States and China. 

It would be taking an extremely narrow view to infer that the privilege of locating in the 
interior for the purpose of prosecuting missionary work is denied Americans from the fact that our 
treaties, which are commercial documents, fail to define those privileges clearly. 

This question is ably discussed in an article by the Chi-nan-fu correspondent of the North- 
China Daily News of the 16th instant. I enclose a copy of the article. 

You set forth a number of queries, which [ will endeavor to auswer in their order. 

1, Certain Yang-tse ports are called British concessions. They embrace parcels of land set 
apart nomivally for the occupation of British residents with limits defined by the local officers of 
the government and the Consuls of Great Britain. 

The leasing of land within these “‘concessions” would naturally fall within the jurisdiction of 
the British authorities solely, and therefore differ from the system in vogue at the other open ports. 

In Skanghai land is held under deeds of perpetual lease. In order to explain how such a 
deed is obtained we will say that F., a foreigner, obtains a piece of land from C., a Chinaman. 

. C. gives F. two documents. A—a Deed of Conveyance termed Yuen-chi (Jf $8), which 
| is executed by C. iu the presence of witnesses, and which is stamped by the Tipao. B—The 
Chinese Title Deed, called 7ien-tan (fq Hi), which is the actual evidence of title, and should 
bear the seal of the Che-Asien. 

F. lodges these documents with his Consul, who transmits them to the Taotai with an 
application for a Tao-chi or Taotai’s Deed. 

The Taotai’s Deputy and the Che-hsien examine the deeds and records ; survey the land, 
fixing area and boundaries. Finally the Taotai affixed his seal to the deed in triplicate. One 
copy is retained by the Taotai, one copy is filed in the Consalate, and the other is given to the 
renter. (Fcr form of deed see enclosure). 

Il. Foreigners seldom if ever acquire land in the interior, except for the purpose of building 

_ Charches, hospitals and schools in conuection with missionary work. ‘The method of acquiring 
| land for these purposes does not differ from similar transactions between Chinaman and Chinaman. 

ee The purchase should in-every case be within the cognizance of the local officials. Land 
_ which cannot be acquired under these conditions had better be léft alone, as a concealment of the 
intended nse of the land, aside from the moral objections of such a practice, tends to disputes, 


A transfer from a foreigner to a foreigner should be treated in the same way as a transfer 
from or between natives. 

As to so-called leases or agreements to sell, which are rig given to foreigners by 
Chinese lessors, by which I understand you to mean the YFwuen-chi, they do not amount to a 
title. Unless these documents pass through the hands of the officials having charge of the land 
records there would be nothing to prevent fraud. 

The limits of the treaty ports within which foreigners have an undisputed right to hold 
land, have, in most cases, been fixed by the representatives of the foreign powers and the Chinese, 
including sufficient space for erecting dwellings, &., in the immediate neighborhood of the port. 

“Missionary property” within the treaty ports is held by perpetual lease, differing in no 
respect from the tenure of property for any other purpose. 

III. The spirit of our treaties, rather than the letter, affords Americans the privilege of 
locating in the interior of China as missionaries. The right is not questioned by the Chinese; it 
being especially mentioned in the Chinese text of the French treaty, and also acknowledged in 
numerous proclamations issued by Imperial Decree (see inclosures 3 and 4). : 

If deeds are regularly granted to foreigners by the local authorities such land may be 
held with secarity, } 

As a general rule [ would say that it was not advisable for land to be held by a native 
convert in trust for a missionary society. 

In any case such a trust should be recorded in the books of the local authorities. Every 
transaction should be openly conducted. ; 

I am aware that obstacles are placed in the way of missionaries securing the sites they 
select, and while this is to be regretted the fact remains the same, that no land should be paid 
for uutil the deeds are duly stamped and delivered, 

[V. An abstract of the instructions issued to the provincial authorities by the Tsung-li 
Yamén will be found in the Chinese text of a proclamation issued by the Taotai of Shanghai, 
which I enclose herewith. | 

In general: This question of holding land in the interior places of China and the building 
of Churches, hospitals cal dwellings is one which calls for the exercise of experience as,well as 
carefully trained jadgment. 

The missionary must expect opposition from the Chinese, and on the other hand there have 
been many cases where young and inexperienced missionaries have bronght trouble to themselves 
and discredit to their cause by injudicions proceedings in this respect. Young men with the 
best of intentions, bat without experience or mach knowledge of Chinese characteristics, are 

frequently entrusted with funds to be devoted to acquiring land and building. 
: The numerons conflicts with the local mandarins are but the natural ontcome of the 
missionary’s inexperience and the cupidity of the Chinese who are parties to the affair. 


A more careful policy regarding building in the interior is needed in the most of our 
societies, |

Translations of the Chinese Text of an Imperial Edict and 


three Proclamations. 


I, Imperial Edict of 13th of Jane, 1891.—The Tsung-li Yamén has memorialized the 
Throne regarding the disturbances in the varions provinces against the religious sects and 
has requested that strict orders be issned to the governors-general aud governors to take 
immediate measures to crash the movement out at once. In proof it is stated that in the 
4th month the Churches in Waha, in the province of Anwhui, were burned down by low fellows, 
and the Churches in Tanyang (Kiang-su) and Wusueh (Hupeh) were successively destroyed, 
and it was urged that the leaders should be discovered and arrested and stringent preventive 
means should be taken, &c. That the various nations are permitted to propagate their religions 
is set forth in the Treaties, and Imperial Decrees have been granted commanding that in every 
province protection should be given when needed.. Many years have passed, and the Chinese 
and foreigners have lived at peace ; how is it then that lately Churches have been burnt and 
destroyed simultaneously ? It is certainly strange and astounding. It is plain that there 
must be villains who secretly plan, deceive and spread rumors to inflame the popular mind 
in order to take advantage of the opportunity to plunder. Even the law-abiding le 
have been misled to aid in these disturbances. Unless stringent measures are adopted how 
is the law to be upheld and the country kept qniet? Let the governors-general and governors 
of Liang-kiang, Hu-kwang, Kiang-sa, Anwhui and Hnpeh at once command the civil and military 
officials to discover, capture, try, convict and execute the leaders of the riots as a warning 
to others for the future. The religion of the Western kingdoms exhorts people to become 
virtnous, and the native converts are Chinese subjects under the jurisdiction of the local 
officials. The religions and the peoples ought to exist peaceably together. The disturbances 
no doubt arose from discontented people, who fabricated goundless rnmors and made trouble 
under false pretents. Sach low people are to be found in every place. Let the Tartar generals, 
governors-general and governors notify the people not to pay attention to empty rumors and 
' recklessly make trouble. Writers of anonymous placards spreading rumors to inflame the 
people are to be arrested and severely punished. The local officials must at all times devise 
measures for the protection of the lives and property of the merchants and missiouaries of the . 
various nationalities, and must not allow criminals to annoy and injure them. In case their 
precantions do not avail and disturbances occur let the high authorities report the true state 
of the case and have such officials degraded. Let the various cases in the different provinces, 
still pending settlement, be promptly arranged by the Tartar generals, governors-general and 
governors, who are not to allow the subordinate officials to delay through fear of difficulties. 
Let this Decree be made known and respected ! 

Il. Proclamation of the Governor-General of Szch‘wen, 7th year of Kwang Sii, 8th month.— 
“A proclamation to call careful attention to the following matter: The Treaties with all the 
foreign powers declare that Chinese officials must at all times protect foreign officials and 
people and keep them from annoyances, and if insult or injury be offered them, especially 
if rowdies set fire to their houses, or loot them, the local officials must at once take measures 
and despatch soldiers to crash out the riots and severely punish the miscreants who were guilty 
of arson and plundering. These treaties have long been in force in all the provinces, and 
according to them foreigners going into the interior of the country, whether to trade or to 
teach religion, are all to be protected and kept in peace . , , 

If hereafter there are foreign officials or missionaries or priests, either living in the 
country or traveling for a time, full protection must be afforded them as occasion requires, 
and everything must be done which will promote the peace, and no insult must be offered, 
nor must any one fostering plans of his own stir up strife,” &., &c., &e. 

III. Proclamation of the Governor of Anhwui Province. June, 1891.—* Since ‘the 
formation of commercial relations between China and foreign powers Imperial Decrees have 
been repeatedly issued permitting foreigners to propagate their religion in the interior, and 


natives of all places.and classes to embrace the foreign faith without restraint or interference, oe 


Thns the treaties between China and foreign nations contain such clauses as “converts (to the 


foreign religion) are to be protected both in person and in property ;” “converts pursuing their 
pro a avocation without committing any breach of law are to be protected by the authorities.” — 
” Chinese converts committing crimes contrary: to Chinese laws are amenable to Chinese 
law and liable to punishment a officers of the law,” &c., &c. These provisions are pe ¥ 
just, being neither on one side nor the other. The various provinces have carefully confor 
to these regulations, and of late years the people and the foreign religious orders have been 
at peace, Bat on the 5th of the present moon, in the district of Wuhan, evilly disposed 
persons, under false pretexts, created trouble and caused a riot,” etc., etc., ete, BG | 

1V. Proclamation of the Governor-general of the Chehkiang and Fahkien -Provinces, 
Kwang Si, 13th year, 5th month.—Fang, Governor-general of Min-cheh Provinces, in 
of Maritime Customs, of the Land and Marine Forces, Officer of Ist Grade, a President of 
Board of War, a Member of the Censorate and Commissioner of Salt and Grain, issues this 
proclamation on the following matter :— | 

With regard to missionaries of the various countries of the West entering China and 
propagating their religions, and Chinese subjects embracing the foreign religions,—these 
things have fur a long time been sanctioned by Imperial Decree, to wit: “ Every one (who is 
a law-abiding person) will be allowed to preach the foreign faith, and will be protected by the 
government, and Chinese subjects who wish to embrace that faith and who live decent lives 
will, by no means, be forbidden to do so, and will not be liable to punishment therefor.” All 
of this is contained in the Treaties. Regarding contributions for idolatrous processions and 
worship, members of foreign Churches are exempt therefrom, and must not be harassed on account 
thereof, That a memorial to this effect from the Tsung-li Yamén was iously granted 
by His Imperial Majesty is now a matter of record. At the present time the various foreign 
Consuls have requested that another proclamation be issaed to prevent trouble about assessments 
for idolatrous processions, and a special request has been made by the Taotai in charge of 
foreign trade. Therefore this proclamation is issned to give instruction on these matters 
to all the people, and to inform you that the various foreign Churches have, fora long time, 
been permitted (by Treaty), and that all converts still remain Chinese subjects, and mast be 
obedient to the laws of the realm; that those who are law-abiding and unite with the Church 
are all to be protected, and are not to be required to contribute to prce2ssions and to idol 
worship. Hereafter let all unite in carrying out the instractions here given, and let no 
trouble be made about the said contributions. Let everyone stand in awe and obey, and 
on no account disregard this proclamation,

I do solemaly swear that in the year 1874 the Southern Presbyterian Mission bought a lot 
inside of the South Gate at Soochow and near the Provincial Confucian Temple. The gentry of 
the city objected to the location, and the property had to be given up. ‘The current report was 
that the Confucian Temple was the dragon’s head, the protecting dragon street which runs 
directly north, his body, and the great pagoda his tail ; that if the foreigners built on the dragon’s 
head would be no chance for obtaining literary distinctions at the government examinations. 
| Also in the year 1885 I bought a lot in the centre of the city. It was objected that it was 
in front of the temple of one of the five handred disciples of Confucius, and would interfere with 
the Fung-shuy. The officials required the former landlord to buy the property back, and by the 
efforts of the United States Consul, who spent six weeks in the city, another lot was secured in the 
south-east section of the city.

In the year 1888, wishing to purchase a house in the city of Ts‘ing-kiang-p‘u in the interior 
of China, I came to an agreement with the landlord ; the price was settled, and everything made 
satisfactory to both parties. 

At this stage of progress, in accordance with the letter of the treaty and consular advice, 
I informed the local magistrate of my proposed purchase. This was done through the Consul as 
he had advised. When I next met the landlord’s t I soon ascertained that there had been 
official interference. The agent told me that the landlord had been summoned before the official, 
the matter investigated, and that the official demanded of the landlord that the latter should be 
responsible for any trouble that might arise ; the official thus shifting his own responsibility and 
duty on the landlord. It was of course understood that this was the official’s method of inti- 
midating the Jandlord, The latter declined the responsibility, refused to sell, and the transaction 
* fell through.”

_.. In the summer of 1891 arrangements were completed for the “ eternal lease” of a piece of 
_ property on the Suh-ma-t‘eo at Ts‘ing-kiang-p‘u. ‘The price agreed on was satisfactory to all, the 
eighbors had shown no objection, the money was paid dowa, the deed sent in regular form 
irongh the U. S. Consul at Chinkiang to the Hsien-kwan of Ts‘ing-kiang-p‘n to be stamped. 


The Hsien-kwan returned the 
ause be inserted to the effect that the title to the property remain good “only so long as 


there was peace between the U. 8. and China.” We positively refused to insert such a clanse, as it 
practically annulled our permanent hold on the property. However we re-wrote the deed, including 
other clauses of minor importance which he had ordered to be inserted, and the new deed returned 
to the magistrate to be stamped. ‘Three years passed by, and in spite of the fact that regularly, 
every few months, application was made through the Consul for the stamping and returning 
of this deed the magistrate took no action in the matter. At the end of that time the deed was 
ee (as we discovered afterwards) by the Hsien-kwan, sent by him to the Taotai at 
Chinkiang to be returned stamped, and in due form to the Consul, and throngh him tous. But 
instead of doing so the Yaotai sends the deed back to us throngh the Hsien-kwan With the 
demand that the deed be again re-written, and that the name of the foreigner who transacted the 
business for his society be omitted. ‘This was also declined by us, partly because this action 
would have. made. the property belong to the native Church instead of to the society represented 
by the foreigner, and partly use it would have taken all control of the property out of our 
hands in case of disturbance of any kind. 

It has now been nearly three and one-half (34) years since the property was paid for and 
taken possession of, and we have not yet received the deed stamped by the official. 

Note too that applications for the return of the deed have been repeatedly "made, and 
always in due form through the Consul. He having always courteously forwarded our applications. -

In the spring of 1892 I bought a piece of ground near the city of Soochow, expecting to 
erect a dwelling house thereon. The deed being made out in the name of a native. Before begin- 
ning work I asked the local magistrate to issue a proclamation, warning the people against 
making any disturbance. He sent a couple of deputies to examine into the matter, and ordered 
the elders of the ward to raise money to redeem the land within ten days, and ordered the man 
whose name was on the deed to bring the same to his office when the money was ready. The 
deed being in my possession, and the proxy being unable to produce it, the magistrate imprisoned 
him and another of the middle men with him, : 

Rather than have these innocent men languish in prison I gave up the deed and allowed 
them to redeem the land. The magistrate claimed that thesale was null and void, because he 
had not been notified before the bargain was concluded, | . 

I afterwards secured a piece of land on which there were some Chinese houses, by a per- 
petnal lease, in my own name, for the Presbyterian Church, but they are only willing to record it 
as the property of the local Church, and not the property of the foreigner, so for fear of stirring 
up heukia which might possibly result in my expulsion from the house, the deed is not yet 
recorded, -I affirm this to be atrue statement. | a | Pes ee

The slanders referred to appear in documents published side by side with memorials to the 
Throne from such men as Tso Tsung-tang, Viceroy of the Liang-kiang provinces ; Tseng Kwo-fan, 
Viceroy; Chang Chi-tung, Viceroy of Hu-kwang provinces ; Shéng Pao-chéng, Governor of Anwhni 
province; Pung Yii-ling, Admiral of the Yang-tze River ; and other officials of the very highest 
standing in the empire. The Record of Current Events is advertised in the catalogue of books 
for sale in the government book-store at Tientsin, and probably in all the provinces. The name 
of the Governor of Hunan—Wang Wen-shao—appears on the title page. The preface is writtea 
by Yu Yueh, Literary Chancellor of the province of Honan. 

Another foul and slanderous book—3} ‘Ff §R, the Death Blow to corrupt Doctrines—onght to 
be mentioned in connection with those above. Dr. Griffith John, of Hankow, a missionary of forty 
years’ rgb ora and a man of the highest intelligence and character, states that this book is widely 
circulated throughout the provinces of Hupeh and Hunan, the hot-bed of anti-forcign agitation. 
These books are among the most widely read and influential works of the kind in the empire.

Exrract rrom Hal-Kwou-tTv-cal. 


Concluding Paragraph of Vol. 27. 


“In the 25th year of the Emperor Tao Kwang the Governor-general of Canton presented 

a memorial concerning the barbarians of the French kingdom, representing that as the sect of the 
Heavenly Lord exhorted men to be virtuous it was not a corrupt sect, and requesting that the 
prohibitory statute regarding Chinese entering the Church be removed. On being referred to the 
(appropriate) Board permission was given to open Churches in the ports and to allow Chinese to 
join, with the proviso that the adulterous betrayal of women and the stealing of sick people’s 
eyes were not to be allowed, and that those who disregarded this provision should be punished. 
ith regard to the Church of the Heavenly Lord in Western countries one is not informed. 
But regarding the sect in China it is a fact that whoever joins has to swallow a pill of medicine 
and receives money three times. He then makes a clean sweep of his ancestors and gods. It isa 
fact that men and women of the same Church sleep together ; that when about to die the priest 
comes and takes. out the sick man’s eyes, that the convert receives 130 ounces of silver to begin 
business with ; if he fails in basiness he again draws that amount. After drawing thrice he is no 
longer entitled to draw. Formerly in Peking there was a certain doctor who bad been all his 
life in straightened circumstances, and who thonght to better his condition by joining the Church, 
but knew that he ought not to join a wt sect. So he first sepabed a dose of cathartic 
medicine, about a pint, and gave it to his wife saying, Wait for my return from Church, and if 
I am dazed or confused administer quickly this dose to me. Then he went to the Church. The 
foreigner gave him a pill to take, like a little cake; when he had swallowed it he received a 
hundred odd dollars and went home. Arriving there he threw his idols about and talked in- 
coherently. ‘Then his wife, according to agreement, quickly gave him the medicine. In due 
time it acted erfully, and he regained consciousness. On examining the stools he saw therein 
a little weigelie thing. He washed it and looked at it. It had the form of a woman ; was 


about an inch long, and the face was like a living person. He put it in a bottle, and at 
daylight the priest came with a sharp knife in hand to demand the thing. The doctor said, 
You mast certainly tell me what it is before I give it to you. The priest replied, This is the 
Holy Mother of the Heavenly Lord. Those who have lately entered the Church, by holding it to 
the heart, will all their lives believe and never apostatize. Then he took it and went away. It 
is also said of those who join the Church that when a sick person is about to die the priest must 
be notified. When the priest comes the man’s family must kneel outside of the house ; they are not

allowed to enter. When the man is dead they may come in, but the priest takes a white cloth 
and wraps up the dead man’s head, and does not allow them to loosen it to look at the dead, in 
order to cover the eyes already extracted. There was once a pretended believer who wished to 
trv their method. He feigned sickness for several days, and would not eat. The priest, notifie 
came with a small kuife to take out his eyes, whereupon the man suddenly jumped = jerked 
the knife away from the priest and fled. Among the barbarians 100 pounds of Chinese lead wi 
vield (with this decoction of haman eyes) eight ounces of pare silver. The remaining 92 
can still be sold as before. ‘To get this silver they must use the pupils of the eyes of Chinese 
only ; foreigners’ eves will not do. Therefore when foreigners die they don’t take out their eyes} 
bat only the eyes of Chinese who join the Church. 7 


TrRaNSLATIONS From THe KinG-sai-weNn, oR Recorp or Current Events. 


Wy stein ..- In the first and second years of the reign of Yung Chen, A D. 1725, when the 
Governors-general of Fuhkien and Kwangtung asked permission (of the emperor) to destroy the 
Roman Catholic Charches and turn the property to government uses, there wasa man named Wa 
‘'eh-chi, of Hwang-kang, Hupeh province, who wrote an account of the affair. He said that from 
the time that foreigners established the Roman Catholic religion in China the lower class people who 
joined the Church were required to destroy their ancestral tablets, and after that the priest would 
receive them, and they were called ‘ persons who eat the Church’ (enter, or live on the Church.) 
Four taels in silver (about $3) were given to each convert, and a red paper was pasted on the door 
of his house to distinguish him (as a Christian). A long circle was drawn on the paper with a 
cross in it, and also figures of a knife, and awl, and a spear. It was commonly reported (among 
the people) that the god they worshipped would cause their death by mutilation, or would matilate 
them after death, hence these figures of implements used in mutilating the body were drawn as 
above stated. ' 

“On the first and fifteenth of every month men and women meet together in the preaching 
halls; the doors are skut, and they read their prayers together, They separate only when night 
comes. When any of them are sick they are not treated as ordinary cases of sickness, but some 
one belonging to the Church is required to come and treat them by acupuncture and cauterization, 
The women patients must be stripped naked (in the presence of the priest), in order to receive 
treatment. When a death occurs the headman of the Church (the priest) sends some one to 
attend to putting the body into the coffin, &c.; none of the family being allowed to be present, 
After the body is placed in the coffin two pieces of drug plaster are put on the eyes of the dead 
person, and the body is wrapped in red cloth, It is commonly reported that the priests insist on 
taking charge of the encoffiuing of the corpse, so that they may have opportunity to take out - 
the eyes of the dead person to use them in refining silver. It is for this purpose that four ounces 
of silver are given to the Christians while living, in order that the priests may get their eyes after 
they are dead. Failure to report the death of a Christian (to the priest) is called rebellion against 
the Charch, and many persons will gather at the house of the deceased and make great fuss, and 
(the priest) will demand that the four taels be paid back with interest. Many poor people have 
been deceived by their arts to follow them, and even the well-to-do people lose all their sense of 
shame and follow them for the sake of material gain, 

Wee . » They (Roman Catholics) can also make a figure in the shape of a naked 
woman, with the frame, skin, eyes, nose, mouth, female organ, &c., all complete. When first made 
it is folded up and laid away, and when wanted for use air is blown into it, and it becomes like a 
living woman, sapple, warm and beautiful, and suitable for sexnal embraces. Thus by their 
ingenious arts they (the foreigners) cause pain of heart (to men of virtue.) a 

“Tn the second year of Yung Cheng the Governor of Chehkiang memorialized the emperor 
to drive out the Roman Cotholics, . Accordingly the emperor issued strict orders that all forei 
ers, except those in the employ of the government at Peking, should be sent to Macao; all native 
Christians should be made to renounce their religion, and all chapels, schools, residences, &c., were 
to be confiscated and converted to government uses. Thus was the sweaty filth of a hundred 
years washed clean in one day... .. : : 

“The book called The Hai Kwoh Tu Chi says that those who join the Roman Catholic 
Church are required to take a certain kind of pill, and also receive gifts of money at three different 

times, and to destroy their ancestral tablets; the members of the Charch, male and female, all 


sleep together promiscnonsly in the preaching halls; on the death of a Christian the priest comes 
ak takes out. the eyes of the dead person; all who join the Church receive 130 taels in 
silver (about $130) as capital to do business with, and if they fail in business they receive a like 
amount a second and a third time, and if they still fail to prosper they are supported by the 
Charch as long as they live. As soon as any one joins the Church he swallows a pill, by which 
he is bewitched, and immediately he goes home and destroys his ancestral tablets, and he 
tenaciously holds to the Charch without wavering till death. Some (vutsiders) who wished to 
investigate the black arts (of the ses have pretended to become believers and take the 
pill, and afterwards saw in the privy where they eased themselves a small moving object which, 
on taking it up and cleansing it, they found to be a female figure about an inch in length. On 
showing it to the priest they were told that it was the image of the Holy Mother. 

“Wheu a Christian dies the priest is sent for. The wife aud children kneel outside the door, 
which is shut, while the priest goes in and ties up the head of the dead man iu cotton cloth. 
This cloth is not allowed to be removed, because the eyes of the dead man have been taken out. 
Some there are who have pretended to become Christiaus and then feign sickness (in order to test 
the trnth of these reports.) Sure enongh the priest came with a sharp knife, and was about to 
take out the eyes of the supposed to be dying man, and it was ouly with the utmost difficulty 
that he could escape out of the priest’s hands. 

“ We hear that in Western countries one hundred pounds of Chinese lead will yield eight 
ounces (? pounds) of silver, and the remaining ninety-two pounds can be sold for the same price that 
was paid for the one hundred pounds. But in order to get the silver out of the lead it is neces- 
sary to have Chinese eyes, as the eyes of foreigners are of no use in this operation. 

ee aks The drag that is given to new converts renders them demented. Hence they not 
only destroy their ancestral tablets but, in the case of women, they will strip themselves naked in 
the presence of the priest and submit to all kinds of insult and disgrace. . . . . .We have heard also 
that the teachers of this religion go all through the country among the mountains and valleys and ° 
secluded places and try to persuade the people to become their dupes, and where they fail in their 
purpose they take advantage of the times when people come to see them to pat drugs in the tea, 
cakes, &c., with which they entertain their visitors. In a very short time the drug takes effect, and 
the victim follows the priest implicitly and without wavering. As to the men and women 
sleeping together in the preaching halls it is not even necessary for them to wait till night 
to get sexually excited toward each other, for the priests select the whitest and prettiest of 
the women in the day time and secretly put. aphrodisiac drugs in the tea and cake which the 
women eat, unknowingly, and immediately their sexual passion is fired, and they become like the 
female pheasant calling for the cock pheasaut. . ...Hence the gevernment edict is right in 
asserting that they (the foreigners) seduce women and dig out eyes. But to say that these evils 
can be eradicated and only to attempt to stop these wicked practices (while allowing the foreign- 
ers to remain in the conntry) is as useless as to meet a butcher in the market place and 
exhort him not to kill animals, or as to shut up a man and woman in a room together and tell 
them not to have sexual intercvurse.” 

Note by Translator.—A \arge amount of stuff similar to the above is found in the book from 
which the above extracts are taken, equally vile, false and malicious. Foreigners are accused of 
carrying drugged sweat-meats as they go along the streets to give to the children they meet, thus 
bewitching them and causing the children to follow them off. They are also accused of digging 
open the graves of newly buried children and taking out their brains, of joining iu with the secret 
enemies of the government to plot sedition and rebellion, &c., &c., &e. :

He gives ‘an account of China’s intercourse with Western nations from the reign of Chen 
Ti in the Ming dynasty, 275 years ago. 

Chapter 2nd, page 16.—‘* What the Christian religion is in the West we do not know. We 
know, however, that in China when members are admitted to the Church they must take pills 
and receive three grants of money; that they must clear out of their houses all the tablets of 
their ancestors ; that members of the Church, men and women, all sleep together in one hall ; that 
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when the sick are dying the local priest comes and takes out their eyes; that members are 
furnished with 130 ounces of silver to set them up in business, and if they fail they are allowed 
the same again till the third time, when they receive no more, except enongh to support thi m 
for life. When taken into the Church they are ordered to take a pill, after which they go home, and 
at ovce destroy the ancestral tablets, and are true to the Church till death, There are some wha 
have revealed their secrets, and say that after the pills were taken a something was found in the 
stool which, when washed, was seen to be a perfect woman about an inch long, with eyes and face 
complete as life. The priest was asked what it was, and replied that it was the Holy Mother of 
God. After being Church members for a time they are quite under the thumb of the priest, and 
all their lives believe in the Charch. Those who are sick and abont to die must send for the 

riest. ‘Che members of the family kneel outside the room, and are not allowed to enter. After a 
loa delay the person dies, and the priest wraps the head with a white cloth, that he will not 
allow to be taken off to see the face, because the eye-balls have been taken ont. — 

There was a false convert who, wanting to test these practices (of the priests), feigned 
sickness. After several days abstaining from food he sent for the priest, who sure enough came 
forward with a small knife in hand, and was about to take out the sick man’s eyes, when the man 
suddenly sprang up and gave the priest a beating and kicked him out of the honse It is said, 
that in the West thn 100 catties of Chinese pewter 8 pounds of silver can be extracted, and the 
remaining 2 pounds can be sold at the original price, bat it can only be effected by using the 
eyes of Chinamen ; the eyes of foreigners not answering the purpose,” 

Chap. 21st contains the following: A public manifesto issued in Southern Hunan says, 
They (the missionaries) receive and rear children for the purpose of extracting the elixir of life 
by cutting them to pieces. | 

Girls are received into the Churches and kept till after the age of maturity before they 
are betrothed ; the menstrual discharges being collected and used in preparing a mixture for ex- 
citing wantonness, and also to promote long life. , 

It says further that religious meetings are held at night, and the women who attend are 
dragged with pills that excite the sexual passion and cause them to make iudecent proposals to 
the men. After long practising of their arts some one exposed them by taking the pills home 
and proving their efficacy. But there is no proof so clear as that brought forward by the Kiang- 
si geutry, viz., the brass tubes (used in collecting the menstraal discharge) and the blood-extract 
(supposed to be the preparation referred to above) . | 

The manifesto further states that at the burning of the chapels, when the girls were re- 
leased, they all had staring eyes and thick tongues, and were quite ignorant of human affairs 
(imbecile.) Twenty-seven of them were examined as to their names and places of birth, but 
though they were ten or twelve years old not one knew her name or home. 


At an investigation of the foundling hospital in the Quickson Street it was asked why .- 


there were no little babies. ‘The answer was, They have all been sent out to wet-nurses. Where 
did these larger girls come from? They were received back again after being weaned. But were 
there no boys weaned? Yes! but they are all grown up. Why were none brought back after 
they were weaned ? After much hesitation the priest said, Some had been redeemed by parents or 
guardians, and the rest had been sent to the village schools to study,—an evasive answer. 

The practice of receiving back only girls and no boys, and our not deing able to find the 
boys who were said to have been sent to the country, and the fact that in the Quickson Street 
Chapel there were only thirteen girls, with four middle aged women to take care of them,—these 
things all give ground for suspicion” (vis., that the boys were cut up for medicine and the girls 
kept for vile purposes),

The family all ran to the back yard and 
jamped into the fish pond; the daughter and three brothers dying together. 
The daughter of Du I-mae, a virgin of sixteen, while trying to escape, was frightened by 
foreign soldiers and drowned herself in the canal.

Our too Limited staff had prevented us till now,just as much 
as the lack of potuniary means,to think seriously about 
giving to our Observatory a so Gagerly lonzed-for dcevelop- 
mont. At present we would be in a better condition even 
to undertake a series of Studios in that so intcrestine 
branch of science, Bus it is quite impossible that the 
Catholic lission,which has madé so many expenses to found 
the Observatory and maintain it in its present state, make 
to itsslt the expenses for such an establishment.

TRANSLATION OF THE OFFICIAL DECLARATION 
OF INDEPENDENCE OF THE REPUBLIC OF 
FORMOSA. 


**The Japanese have affronted China : 
by annexing our territory of Formosa, and 
the supplications of us, the people of 
Formosa, at the portals of the Throne, have 
been made in vain. We now learn that 
the Japanese slaves are about to arrive. If 
we suffer this the land of our hearths and 
homes will become the land of savages 
and barbarians, but if we do not suffer it, 
our condition of comparative weakness will 
certainly not endure long. Frequent con- 
ferences have been held with the Foreign 
Powers, who all aver that the people of 
Formosa must establish their independence 
before the Powers will assist them. | 

“‘Now therefore, we, the people of Formo- 

8a, are irrevocably resolved to die before we 
will serve the enemy, and we have in 
Council determined to convert the whole 
island of Formosa into a Republican State, 
and that the administration of all our State 
affairs shall be organised and carried on by 
the deliberations and decisions of officers 
publicly elected by us, the people. But as 
in this enterprise, there is needed, as well 
for the resistance of Japanese aggression, 
as for the organisation of the new adminis- 
tration, a man to have chief control, in 
whom authority shall centre, and by whom 
the peace of our homesteads shall be 
assured, therefore, in view of the respect 
and admiration in which we have long held 
the Governor and Commander-in-Chief, 
Tang Ching-sung, we have in Council de- 
termined to raise him to the position of 
President of the Republic. 
**An official seal has been cut and on the 
second day of the fifth moon at the ssu hour 
(9 a.m., 25th May), it will be publicly pre- 
sented with all respect by the notables and 
people of the whole of Formosa. At early 
dawn on that day, all of us, notables and 
people, farmers and merchants, citizens 
and tradesmen, must assemble at the Tung 
Fang meeting house, that we may in grave 
and solemn manner inaugurate this under- 
taking. Let there be neither delay nor 
mistake: A Declaration of the whole of 
Formosa. [Sealed in red as follows.] An! 
announcement by the whole of Formosa.”

Chéngtu itself has hitherto borne the best 
reputation for friendliness to foreigners. 
It is the largest and wealthiest city of 
all the West, with an estimated population 
of a million. As the capital of Szechuan 
it is the residence of the Governor- 
General, and is filled with civil and 
military officials of all classes, with soldiers 
enough to control the province—all of 
which should have made a riot there im- 
possible, Besides, there was there the 
additional security that Chéngtu is a great 
commercial centre where the only interest 
is peace, and where people from all parts 
of China reside, as well as many outlandish 
and foreign men from the countries further 
West. In the absence of all information 
it is needless to speculate on the causes of 
this riot, but this much may be said : con- 
sidering the official and commercial charac- 
ter of Chéngtu, its hitherto peaceful record, 
its remoteness from the scene of the war, 
and the freedom of all apprehension on 
the part of the missionaries ; it was the 
very last place where such a disturbance 
was naturally to be expected. 

It is more to the point to enquire what 
is the main cause of such outrages, and if 
they can be by any means prevented. It 
seems to me that much light is thrown on 
this question by a careful consideration of 
some of the facts of previous riots, We: 
have had five very serious ones on the 
river in recent years, namely, Chungking, 
Wuhu, Wasueh, Ichang and Sungpu, 80 
that by. thie time we should be learning 
something. Now, one feature which was 
common to all of them was this: no matter 
how great was the loss of life and property,

Of course the Chinese Government cannot 
be held free from blame in the matter, 
but the main responsibility for riots really 


rests on the Foreign Powers themselves, 
who persist in dealing with China in respect 
to such as if she were a highly civilised 
Power, while in truth she does not rise 
much above the level of any painted savage 
chief. There will be no freedom from riots 
till the Powers reconsider their policy in 
dealing with them.
